At Newry Petty Sessions to-day, before 
Mr. H. J. McConville, John Garvey. Glass- 
drummond, was charged with having, on 14th 
June, been knowingly concerned in the illegal 
importation of twenty-seven live cattle into 
Northern Ireland, with intent te evade pay- 
ment of duties.

Herr Adolf Hitler does not believe in 
half measures. Although the Nazis did not 
obtain fifty per cent. of the votes at’ the 
general election, and came into office only 
through the support of Herr Hagenberg’s 
Nationalist Party, the “Brown Shirts ” 
promptly proceeded to capture the 
administrative machine throughout the 
Reich. The particularist powers of the 
Federai States were swept aside. Bands of 
young men, following the example of the 
Italian Fascists, politely, but firmly, ex- 
pelled ail ‘‘ objectionable’’ officials from 
their posts. Not only Jews, but all those 
Germans who were accused of enmity 
towards the Nazis, were either dismissed 
or requested to resign; and within a few 
days every municipality in Germany— 
including the free Hansa cities—was in 
the hands of Herr Hitler’s supporters. He 
and his principal lieutenants, Captain 
Goering and Herr Goebbels, have left 
nothing to chance. With the aid of their 
brown-shirted adherents they have estab- 
lished an almost medieval despotism in 
the Reich, and Herr Hitler to-day is more 

than ever Bismarck was. Even 
t~yon (Hindenburg has been 
uced to the position of a mere puppet: 
Herr Hitler is supreme, and every day 
his position is being strengthened. 

Like many other dictators, Herr Hitler, 
having climbed into power, has kicked 
away the ladder to which he owes his 
present position. Now, having suppressed 
the Jews and the Communists, he has 
turned his attention to his former allies 
of the German Nationalist Party. Before 
the last elections Herr Hugenberg was 
one of the most powerful men in 
Germany. He controlled a vast chain of 
newspapers, and was the virtual dictator 
of the Steel’ Helmets organisation, which 
was composed mainly of front line 
soldiers. This body had largely the same 
aims as the Nazis; but, whereas the 
Brown Shirts professed allegiance to 
Socialist principles—their full title is 
National Socialists—the Steel Helmets 
were avowedly supporters of the Hohen- 
zollern Dynasty, and Herr Hugenberg did 
not hesitate to advocate a restoration. 
When Herr Hitler was invited by 
President von Hindenburg to form a 
Cabinet, he gave an important portfolio 
to Herr Hugenberg, ».ho became Minister

Plans for Posterity. 


Mr. A. M. Carr-Saunders, of Liverpool 
University, has exposecl a pitfall for 
English town-planners—and a very for- 
midable. pitfall it seems to be. He re- 
vealed it to the Conference of Sanitary 
Authorities at Blackpool, which discussed 
town- planning, school-building, water 
supply and similar subjects. The basis of 
the discussion was, as is usual at such 
gatherings, the increasing needs of an 
increasing population.

Carr-Saunders, the long period of increase 
is reaching its end, Great Britain’s 
population will have come to a halt br 
the year 1940, and thereafter will begin 
to decline; for the replavement birth-rate 
which guarantees a steady, if not an 
increasing, population has ceased to exist, 
The number of children, born within the. 
past five years, who, twenty years hence, | 
will form the 20-25 years age group, does 
not equal the number at present in that 
group. Thus the population will decline 
even if the average size of the British 
family is maintained ; but to-day a per- 
sistent decrease in the average size of 
families is the outstaniding feature of 
Britain’s social life, Yet town-planners 
and public bodies continue to estimate 
lavishly for the needs of & posterity which 
never will see the light; amd Mr. Carr- 
Saunders warns them that they will have 
a rudo awakening. Regional plans have 
been framed which vitualise a large 
growth of population during the next half 
century. Corporations have sanctioned 
schemes for increases ia water supply 
which never will be required. Hundreds 
of schools and other public facilities, now 
in contemplation, or even under construc- 
tién, will be left redundant, One ‘eal 
need of the early future, Mr. Carr- 
Bata predicts, will be a great number 
of small houses for old couples. Fortu-

M. Litvinoff’s Objective. 


M. Litvinoff, who leads the Sovict dele- 
gation at the World Economic Conference, 
intends to return home to Russia next 
week, and it is understood that the 
Foreign Office will make no approaches 
im regard to the release of the two British 
prisoners, or to the raising of the embargo 
on Russian goods.
